Some of theſe Children are Males, fome Females, and 
not one in five of the former is brought up to the 
Church ; and that all he faves for them, and gives 
them out of what he ſqueezes from his unhappy 
Erother, is it not ſcculatizing, as it were, at leaſt as 
tar as he can do it, the Revenues appropriated to the 
Church ? And can he, whatever others may, blame 
an Impropriato for applying that Portion of the Pro- 
duce of Church-lands to b:s Lay- family, which the 
ther intends for the Lay-family he is endeavouring 
to build up? Some one or two of which Impropria- 
tor's Sons may poſſibly tco, in order to poſſeſs th: 
Living in their Father's Gift, be brought up to its 
_ Church: What is the Difference, I would fain Know ; 
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If the Clergy were always to have done thus, con- 
tinued Mr. B. ſhould we not have wanted many En- 
dowments, and charitable Foundations, which we 
now have? And I am very ſorry to have Reaſon to 
ſay, that we owe ſuch Sort of Works more to the Piety 
ot the Clergy of paſt Times than to the preſent; for 
now, let us caſt our Eye upon the Practices of ſome 
of our Prelates; for who is it that looks not up firſt 
for Example to that venerable Order? And we ſhall

© becaule {he was poor.” This brought fo many Re- 
flections upon frequent Tranſlations, and the Ear- 
neſtneſs with which richer Biſhopricks were ſou2ht 
after, that | was very ſorry to hear, or to think, there 
were Occaſion tor them. And Id id take the Liberty 
to ſay, that as Mr. B. had obſerved the Fault was in 
human Nature, and tho” it was an inexculuble one, 
perhaps we that cenſur'd hem, might hund it hard 
In their Circumſtances, to retiit the 1 22
